DO miracles happen? Possibly not, but you 
could have forgiven musician Mik Scarlet for 
believing in them. As we learnt at the outset 
of CAN WALK WON'T WALK? (BBC2), Mik's 
spine collapsed when he was a teenager, leav- 
ing him stuck in a wheelchair for the rest of 
his life. Describing himself as an “action- 
cripple", Mik refused to let this development 
deter his thirst for adventure - a trait which 
may have contributed to his being involved in 
a near-fatal road crash some years later. 
Bizarrely, a major operation after this led to 
the return of movement and sensation in 
Mik's legs. Doctors told him that, provided 
he took the risk of a far-from-minor hip 
replacement procedure, he could one day 
walk again. But Mik, more interested in 
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marrying Diane, his sweetheart of 10 years, 
decided not to bother. Allegedly the docu- 
mentary crew decided to up sticks and leave 
when Mik made this decision, until he per- 
suaded them that his story had more merits 
than the straightforward bloke-in-wheel- 
chair-walks-again yarn. 


Pain 

And it did, because it contrasted so strongly 
with the tales of Judy and Sue, both wheel- 
chair-bound, both pinning their hopes on a 
controversial treatment in Holland. The cyn- 
ical Mik got into a dialogue with the ladies, 
convinced they were setting themselves up 
for disappointment by chasing a cure.

IF you're thinking of moving house, 
don't go to Bradford. 

Why? Because it's Britain's capital for car 
crime and accidents. 

This news comes courtesy of  Endsleigh 
Insurance, who have been studying thousands of 
claims over the past three years. 

The top three towns at risk of car theft were 
named as Hull, followed by Bradford, then Leeds. 

Meanwhile, the places with most accidents were 
named as Bradford, Ilford, and inner London. 

Endsleigh compared the frequency of claims in 
different UK towns and cities compared with the 
national average. 

This means that the report shows the risk of an 
actual incident occurring rather than just the total 
number of incidents that have occurred. It also 
showed that claims for car theft across the UK have 
fallen by a whopping 31% over the past three years. 

Victim 

Endsleigh spokesman Tim Larden said: “The 
overall picture on car theft is good news for drivers 
and there is no doubt that improved car security 
has significantly contributed to this drop in theft. 

“However there are still simple precautions people 
can take to avoid falling victim to car theft, like keep- 
ing shopping out of sight. Local steps to combat car 
theft, like CCTV, also contribute towards this fall. 
Even in the highest risk cities car theft is down. 

“Crucially, there are a large number of positive 
initiatives that local councils and police services 
are implementing to address road safety. 

“Congestion charging, drink-driving campaigns 
and speed cameras, as well as a whole host of other 
traffic-calming and speed-cutting measures should 
play a part in bringing accident numbers down.” 

Birmingham, in fourth place, followed inner 
London as the worst place for accidents. Next came 
Wolverhampton, High Wycombe, Derby, Colchester, 
Leicester and Stockport. 

The towns with the least accidents were Belfast, 
Swansea and Cambridge. Next came Aberdeen, 
Chester, York, Loughborough, Norwich, Preston 
and Cheltenham. 
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
